In his first meeting, Dr. Mott spoke of the call of the world on 
the university man. He showed us that the student, in p.riin lang- 
nust be shaken well before using. He called on I he student 
rise above the stagnation of material things, of moral and spirit- 
ual atrophy. In a word, he took us beyond ourselves. 

Last night, the personal worries of the student were the sole 
bject of discussion. The subject, to most of us, is far from re- 
ing. but is none the less of peculiar interest, not only for our- 
Ves, but if we desire to be of use to our fellow-students. 
It is doubtful if personal worries are ever productive of much 
d so long as they remain personal. It is also doubtful whether 
it is good for a man to worry about the slate of his own mind, is he is 
srely fearing the results that he muy suffer himself. 'Thou 
Wouldst not think how ill all's here about my heart," says Hamlet, 
but it is no matter." And that is the message of the Cross. The 
personal worry is there, the sensitive mind feels it deeply, but he is 
prevented from lingering on it because he feels that while the suf- 
ngs of the world around remains unattended, his own worry, 
rge as it may be. is no matter. "Ignore it," as Dr. Mott quoted 
om Henry Drummond. So we would gladly thai sometimes our

much of the esprit de corps that exists 
throughout the federation and every- 
where the students themselves run 
their own work. It Is best for the 
students of each nation to look after 
their own n f fairs. 

"N11 mutter." continu it| Hie speaker, 
"if I am In Hungary or in New Zea- 
land, .u- in the Flrillsb Isles. 1 think 
thai Hie thine is Indigenous for 1.1 ke 
all oilier works of righteousness, It has 
a great power of adaptation, f. Is a 
Christian federation and has never had 
a reason lo apologize for lis Christi- 
anity. 

"A conference was held not so very 
long ago In Constantinople, at a time 
of great international tension of lite 
lenders of the student volunteer move- 
ment. They had tried to limit tho 
, number of delegates to about iwtt 
hundred, but in vain. The number 
was raised lo many times that num- 
ber and in that conference were re- 
presented practically every branch and 
division and sect and shade of Christi- 
anity. There were Armenians, and 
pyrin ns .nul drools Orthodox, Chris- 
tiana from the Nile valley.— Roma n 
Catholics and main- other denomina- 
tions, and they decided that iho things 
thai divided them were small and 
Insignificant In comparison with the 
things that hound ihem together. There 
tire links of this globe-enclreling chain 

In every land and al a time like Ihe 
present. It would be slrnnsfc If such 
a hone International organisation! wero

which will form a basis for the re- 
sumption or International relations. 
Practically all the students | M Prance 
have gone oat Into the trenches. The 
same Is true of the students In Ger- 
many and Hungary, Austrlti and lius- 
Bia; I'ifty-five per <\-nt. of (he British 
students have pone. Nlxty per 
rent, or the students In the 
student federations and ninety ipor 
cent, of ihe professors in this fhovo- 
menl. The Russian universities arc 
• re.ioicim; at the opportunity to provli 
in the government that they can act 
for the good of the country. 

Although the students are seeing 
with clearness Ihe present demands 
yei after the war is over there are 
these common foundation stones se- 
curely placed upon which to build a 
fabric of International relations. Many 
ate looking forward to what is to be 
after the war as much as to what is 
ut present happening. 

"And to look after the constructive 
forces, tho profess , m are the ones. 
Th ework must stand for all the hig'aei 
things and It needs an adequate equip- 
ment- able leadership, and in this the 
professor Is necessary. His co-opera- 
tion is essential because he is the 
steady rock in each successive wave 
of students. Ile Is more experienced 
find older. He is no-vasary to furnish 
to the undergraduate Hie enterprise 
and directive power "What a pro- 
fessor doe?, how niifl why he does It 
enters Into the point of view of the 
undergraduate and determines his 
character. Other wayn for the teach- 
jer.s to help is by their pen, by teach- 
ing and studying social, home and 
Christian problems.

■ where the French infantry secured a good position. At Ypres, 
Lens and Arras there were fierce artillery duels during the day of 
January 28th. At times the Germans made infantry attacks, but 
these were beaten off by the heavy fire of the French artillery. The 
day was particularly quiet at Soissons. and also at Craonne and 
Rheims. Between Rheims and ihe Argonne there were a few ar- 
tillery encounters; but none of them amounted to very much. In 
the Vosges there were several artillery engagements, and the French 
cannon silenced several of the German batteries. The French offi- 
cial report says that the positions captured on January 27 have been 
consolidated and are in a state where the enemy is not likely to re- 
capture them. 

RUSSIA 

In the eastern theatre of the war there are three large campaigns 
now in progress. One in East Pr ussia, near the Russian frontier, 
where the Russians are advancing on Konigsberg; another in Po- 
land, where they are pressing towards Thorn; and the third where 
the Russians are advancing on the Carpathians. 

t? W D^ us ? ian armies ar e now menacing Konigsberg, the capital 
of East Prussia. The first force is moving from the north op Tilsit I 
and has already driven back the Germans and destroyed their sup- 
ply station at Pogegen, The second army is advancing on Konigs- 1 : 
berg from the southeast. 

The Russian advance along the right bank of the Vistula is still 
continuing, and the troops are moving directly towards Thorn. 

In Galicia the Russians are mmeeting with every success. Al- 
though not actually on the offensive, they have beaten off all the 
attacks made upon them by the enemy, and have held their posi- 
tions along the entire line.

While there Is among Japanese stu- 
dents nothing like the opportunities for 
self-support to bo found In America 
or Europe, one finds, nevertheless, that 
many young men "work their way" 
through college. The old lime custom 
fa patron or teacher or some person 
of rank and prominence assisting stu- 
dents through school Is yet prevalent. 
There is also the custom general in 
Japan whereby two or three students 
are Invited to be the guests of a pro- 
cessor during their college course. 
Tbcy become regular members of the 
household. These students often help 
the professor in various ways, giving 
him clerical assistance, tutoring his 
children ,or assisting by certain manu- 
al work, or errands in the home. Thoy 
are closely allied to the professor and 
the relationships are often exceed- 
ingly valuable and intimate. 

In addition to such benevolence given 
ti» students, there arc, especially in 
larger cities, varying kinds of self- 
tutpportiug labor on the part of young 
men seeking an education. In Tokio 
there Is an organisation of students 
whose purpose it is to assist In se- 
llons". One will find here 
men engaging in ill kinds of 
■supporting labor, ranging from 
tli cteaching of English to tho Felling 
'& papers and the cleaning of hoots. 
If a young man ran secure 15 yen 
(17.50 per month, he will have, a suf- 
ficiency to supply his ordinary wants, 
n a cwntry where i!i« ; average wage 
Is V) cents a day without food, where 
a family of four persons can get along 
«a $12 a month, then rice, a sleeping 
mat and a hot bath compensate him 
for a thousand wei«U'fn necessities of 
comfort.

Bid you ever stop to consider w.ha,

0 or many wore not thoroughly beaten 
In this war? It is so easy tor us to 
Mil nit of (the war as a spectacular 
struggle proceeding on ihe other side 
of the Atlantic in which our Interest 
h.us l>een aroused mainly by our atfec- 
tton for and our connection with the 
.Mother CounLy. Wihen we hear of 
our 'brave and handsome lads being 
showy about London when on leave 
or being invited to some prominent 
gentlemen's home for Chlstmtis, we 
sometimes hear ourselves saying: 
• Well ihat Is the least they cotlld do 
«tien we send iihem over to help (hem 
fight their battles." Sometimes we 
let these thoughts arise In our mind 
■and wont believe (hat it Is our wari 
Just as much as uhe Mother Country's. 
'Suippose we were to sit down and 
think out carerully what would be 
wur position If the Germans were to 
create a •stalemate." It bj now clear 1 
'beyond a shadow of doitlbt that she) 
cannot win. Her only hope was In 
catching the country unprepared, but 
now that the Allies have their armies 
totally equipped victory lor Oermanv 
is an Impossibility. In other words 
what would Canada be doing for une 
next leu years if German militarism 
Were not completely crushed'.' We' 
know what Urltaln, Prance and Rus- 1 
Bla would be doing. They would be! 
feverishly arming as they had never j 
done before In order to be as ready! 
us possible when Germany would let! 
her next big I'huuderlmit drop. io he- I 
Sin wilh Canada would be starving 
financially. Should the Allies fall to 
crush tienuauy on this occasion When 
diplomacy and good fortune arc with 
thom. no cold-blooded financier Is go- 
ing to take a chance that they will 
surely crush her nexi time. So the 
same financier thinking of "safety 
first" would send his surplus capital 
to rome neutral field <«r investment 
which would not be immediately af- 
fected b.v the great war so obviously 
coining. This would lie vho flint 
thing that would haippen Canada. 

Another would be Che necessity of 
real genuine military preparation. 
Can.idu would not be irble to continue 
to play with her militia In tho same 
way as in the past when Britain would 
be arming herself to the. teeth. Aus 
t ratio would have as il already has 
Universal military service. Britain 
would be sure to have k as well If the 
Herman menace were t" survive. Can* 
ada could not .stand aside. She wutfM 
have to bear an immensely heavier 
burden than any she Iras yet dreamed 
of in military taxes and military ser- 
vice. 

Another loss would he llho cheek 
on immigration. Peasants, immi- 
grarits from Europe seeking to escape 
the Eii|H>r-mll« , a.rism aroused at home 
would flow to oWier lands nnd not to 
Canada. United Htirtes, Brazil and 
the Argentine would no doubt get 
tlio majority, it Is all very well to 
say that t'heso would be poor spirited 
people of whom «e would be well rid. 
They would be ihat but still they 
would eat nnd wear clothes am) pat- 
ronize railways and need professional 
îictp- Their avoidance of Canada 
would rob us of much material pros- 1 
perity which a swelling tide of immi- 
gration might bring. 

Thus In a word we wouid be left 
entirely dependent on our own re- 
sources. We all know that the pros- 
perity wlilch we were enjoying was 
almost wtholly created by the Increas- 
ing flow Into our country of European 
men and money. How far would the 
development of Canada be advanced 
if we had had to deepnd on our own 
capital? It Is clearly evident that if 
we fall to win tills wnr decisively It 
will be most serious for the Canadian 
people. There would ndt be a local 
Interest that would not. suffer and 
mtany of them would suffer so greatly 
as to die of their sufferings. Vet 
most of us treat the situation as if 
It were a mm Iter which chleifly con-, 
ccrned the pewlc of the Mother Coun- j 
try. Should German toousts be made 
»ood and the-y he alble to thold irtielr 
frontier and compel am Indecisive 
oeace we would soon realize that It 
probably concerns us more than the 
average c itizen of the Br itish isles.
